First, Bourse Applications have been mailed, and Bourse Coordinator Harry W. Davis is now accepting table 
reservations. With this being a new venue and the entire Memorial Building being utilized and reserved strictly for 
the Nor-Cal X Coin Show, and contrary to the prior venue and previous Nor-Cals, table assignments and exact 
locations are not predicted. As was reported in the January 2011 NCNA HEADS AND TALES, “the Building is a 
well-maintained facility allows for expansion” to a larger bourse “over three well-lighted easily connected three 
rooms.” In addition, while there has been relocation and the adjustments in charges to the Association accordingly. 
Bourse Fees have remained unchanged. The traffic flow as witness the earlier Vallejo Numismatic Society’s recent 
May 1, 2011 Vallejo Coin Show confirmed a circular flow throughout the entire Building, eased by the wide aisles. 


Second, there have been a few inquiries as to exhibiting, and the potentiality of available table space may offer, for 
the first time in years at a Nor-Cal, competitive and non-competitive exhibiting. If someone would be interested in 
exhibiting, even several cases, please contact immediately Michael S. Turrini and provided title, number of cases, 
and information.

Third, having worked successfully at the recent May 1, 2011 Vallejo Coin Show, which used the same venue, the 
youth activities/table plus information table would be combined. 


Fourth, directional signs to the Veterans Building would be posted at intersections, and it was learned the easiest 
and quickest route from I-80 was the Tennessee Street off-ramp and north on Admiral Callaghan. The key land 
marks to view and to follow are ‘Grocery Outlet’, the United States Post Office, and Hilltop Christian Church, at the 
top of the hill. The Veterans Building is ‘down the hill’ from these, and quickly passed-by if driving too fast! There 
is ample free parking; easy access into the Building, and luncheon service would be scheduled both days. 


Lastly, as this NCNA HEADS AND TALES issue is being prepared and mailed, the anticipated Saturday, July 30, 


2011, anniversary banquet/dinner or ‘get to know you dinner’ still is being considered. If something is finalized, it 
would be announced on that Saturday, during the Nor-Cal X Coin Show. 
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Golden Jubilee/Fiftieth (50) Anniversary 


As this NCNA HEADS AND TALES issue is being prepared and mailed, nothing as to any 
commemoration or collectibles or anything in celebration for the Association’s milestone Golden Jubilee 
has been arranged or is even anticipated. While design concepts for a commemorative medal were 
created, and an elongate developed, nothing has been pursued on or with these or anything else. 


For historic purposes, the actual anniversary date is August 7, 1961, and in 1986, for the Silver 
Jubilee/Twenty-Fifth (25") Anniversary, all commemorations were coincided with the huge and 
nationally recognized Coin Show and Exposition in September 1986 at the then Cathedral Hill Hotel, old 
Jack Tar Hotel, in San Francisco, California. 


NCNA History 


With the once-hoped items for commemoration and celebration, Michael S. Turrini undertook a long 
overdue reorganization and restoring of the Association’s archives and records. Surprisingly, after five 
decades, much already was in order and already arranged. Equally, there could be something or ‘stuff 
missing’. The happiness, in this thankless and time-consuming chore, was reading and remembering the 
numerous names over these past five decades. Our Association, certainly and concretely, once claimed 
among the most prominent, active, and involved coin hobbyists and numismatists here in northern 
California, around our State, and across the entire nation. Their legacy remains our Association. 


Particular notice should be given to the late Lillian M. Hooker (1922—2002), who served our Association 
in various elected offices and appointed positions. Her record keeping was meticulous and thorough, and 
easily and readily organized and retained.

GATEWAY COIN CLUB Has begun to reissue periodically it COINNECTIONS, and Past 
President DICK BRESSLER the hoped-for GCC’s 2011 medal design, of Merced, California’s Bradley 
Overpass: “‘as described on the medal obverse, the Bradley Overpass has a been a rather unique structure, 
historically. An arc-welded steel girder bride, it was the first of its kind built in California back in 1931. 
Ironically, it is also the last surviving example of this type of bridge in our State. CALTrans is in the early 
stages of replacing it . . .” Looking ahead, the GCC’s July 21, 2011 meeting’s theme, “Your Ugliest 
Coin’, to which the GCC’s Editor remarked, “It is up to the club powers to decide if there will be a prize 
for this. The idea of giving a prize for the ugliest seems strange, but no doubt even stranger things have 
happened at Gateway Coin Club on some occasions. So Who Knows?” 


LIBERTY NUMISMATIC SOCIETY Enjoyed an excellent presentation by KENNETH J. 
BARR, famous Bay Area numismatic activist, at its April 20, 2011 meeting, with his ‘The Six Weirdest 
Things I Found In My Office This Morning’: “he displayed an American Numismatic Association (ANA) 
Money Show handkerchief that had vignettes printed on a spider press. Also, paper Mache medals that 
were manufactured with discarded and ground up currency. Further, he showed six silver medals, each 
with six ounces of silver, depicting famous United States coin designers, Diefenbaker [from Canada?] 
dollar and a Hickey Brothers hat. Then to top it all off, he bring out a large picture frame from which 
banks in the pre 1860s years would design the currency from the various ornamental designs and 
vignettes shown. Leave it to KEN to always come up with something exceptionally interesting and leave 
us wondering how he came across that item. We thought for a moment that he was saving aluminum 
tables but that was only to hide those ‘treasures’. Earlier, Doctor DAVID GOYA, at the Society’s March 
16, 2011 meeting, gave a PowerPoint program on ‘So-Called Dollars’. His program has particularly 
interest with the so-called dollars issues from the 1915 Panama-Pacific International Exposition (PPIE): 
“DAVID displayed pictures of most of the medals produced at this Exposition and mentioned that he had 
collected all but two of the known medals on the subject of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition 
(PPIE).” Not to be outdone, the LNS heard Professor DENIS FAMA, from Notre Dame de Namur 
University, speak at its February 16, 2011 meeting on ‘The Coinage of Tudor England’: the coinage was 
mostly produced by hammer and depicted busts of the various Kings and Queens in power, of which 
DENIS displayed a number of excellent examples.” 


LIVERMORE VALLEY COIN CLUB Its Bourse Coordinator STEPHEN KRAMER 
announces that the Livermore Valley Coin Club will hold a second coin show in 20118 “Livermore 
Valley Coin Club’s First Annual Fall Coin Show, Sunday, September 18, 2011, at the 
Livermore/Pleasanton Elks Lodge, 940 Larkspur Drive, off 680, in Livermore, 
California, hours 10:00 AM to $:00 PM.”

PACIFIC COAST NUMISMATIC SOCIETY At the April 27, 2011 meeting, DAN 
HIPPLE gave a nice talk titled ‘USS CONSTELLATION: The Ship and The Medal”; the USS 
CONSTELLATION was the first commissioned warship in the United States Navy, one of six built under 
the Naval Act of 1794 to combat the Barbary Pirates.” Earlier, DAN had a like program. at the PCNS’ 
January 26, 2011 meeting, titled ‘The NIOBE. The Ship and The Medal’: the ‘Segelschulschiff Niobe, a 
German naval training ship, was built in 1913 in Denmark, sold to Norway, captured by Germany, and 
awarded to the Soviet Union at the end of World War I, before being repurchased by the German Navy, 
and rebuilt as a three-mast barque and christened the SSS NIOBE in 1923.” The barque was lost in 1932, 
and the Berlin Mint struck silver memorial medals to raise funds for a new training vessel and to assist the 
families of the forty naval cadets that were lost when USS NIOBE capsized in 1932. In addition, the great 
German medalist, Karl Goetz, produced a large size memorial medal. Going back some months, the 
PCNS elected its 2011 Officers last December, and they were: MICHAEL WHALEN, President, 
STEPHEN M. HUSTON, Vice-President, SANDRA WHALEN, Treasurer, and BILL HYDER, 
Secretary, with Directors, ED TREUTING, DAN HIPPLE, and MARK Wm. CLARK.

CHAMBERLAIN, President, RICHARD SHUSTERMAN, Vice-President, ALEX CHAMBERLAIN, 
Junior.

Special Note: During the months of June, July, and August, the PCC meets at the Palo Alto Chapter of 
American Red Cross, 400 Mitchell Lane, in Palo Alto, California. This venue is located across from the 
University Avenue Train Station, on the El Camino side, and is adjacent to the McArthur Park Restaurant. 
PCC member TOM CASCONE arranged this free meeting Summer-time meeting site for the Club. The 
planned 2011 PCC club medal depicts the Model K airships/blimps that were based and flew from Moffit 
Field during the Second World War. FRED G. van den HAAK was the winning designer. 


REDWOOD EMPIRE COIN CLUB LEE H. GONG was successful in his decade long search 
for a missing gold RECC club medal issue from 1987. The medal was struck to honor the Golden 
Jubilee/Fiftieth (50") Anniversary of the Golden Gate Bridge, and is unique. Renowned and longtime 
hobbyist of the finest coins and conditions, the HORACE MOORE----- who lived in Clear Lake, and once 
was quite a regular attendee at the RECC and the long-gone Napa Valley Coin Club, often displaying 
rare United States coins----had done the design for this 1987 club medal and he had one over struck on an 
Austrian One Hundred Kroner crown. HORACE’s death, a number of years ago, left his estate, and this 
unique gold medal, unknown. But luck shined, and LEE H. GONG recently had contact with nationally 
known coin dealer JACK BEYMER, who had just purchased some coins traced to HORACE, and 
through the contact and several calls, LEE was able to obtain the unique gold medal. 


RENO COIN CLUB Heard FRED HOLABIRD, from Holabird-kagin Americana, speak at its 
May 3, 2011 meeting with highlights from its last two auctions, including the one hundred (100) ounce 
gold nugget that claimed a record $460,000.00, which is one of the largest know and may be one of the 
largest existing from California. FRED, along with his great program, also houses the Club’s large 
library, available to the RCC members. The RCC honored at its April 5, 2011 meeting DAVID ELLIOTT 
for his service and support to the Club. DAVID is the Club’s current Vice-President. At this same 
meeting, the program was the American Numismatic Association’s (ANA) ‘Blue, Gray, and Greenbacks’, 
which was coordinated by DAVID ELLIOTT.

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CLIFFORD MISHLER'S REFLECTIONS ON HOW N.C.N.A. HAS REMAINED SALIENT 


Having noted editor Michael S. "Stan" Turrini's announcement of his intentions to prepare a 
special edition of NCNA Heads and Tales in observance of the 30th anniversary of the 
establishment of the organization's newsletter, my thoughts were drawn back to my past 
involvements with the Northern California Numismatic Association. 


Having attended several Jack Tar Show gatherings of the NCNA back in the late 1960's through 
the early 1980's, I was honored to have been invited to participate in the organization's Silver 
Jubilee event as the banquet speaker back in 1986, which makes 2011 the Golden Jubilee year of 
the NCNA. A lot has changed over that time, but much remains the same. The Jack Tar Shows 
are long since no more, our hobby community has changed dramatically in many respects, but 
what remains unchanged is the organization’s dedication to fostering the maintenance and 
development of the Northern California hobby community. 


At the 1986 NCNA show at what was by then known as the Cathedral Hill hotel, though the 
event was then still reckoned as the Jack Tar Show, I recall having been called upon to also 
participate as a panelist on a special "Numismatics into the 21st Century" panel presentation. The 
panel was comprised of the presidents of the leading numismatic organizations of North 
American and California, moderated by Beth Deisher, who was at that time about a year into her 
Coin World editorship. 


The panel was comprised of presidents Florence Schook of the ANA, Henry Fowler of the ANS, 
Stanley Clute of the CNA, Mrs. Anna Maria Cross de Torres of the Sociedad Numismatica de 
Mexico, O.L. "Wally" Wallis of the CSNA, and Denis Hooker of the NASC. A seventh intended 
participant had been Lorna R. Le Bold of the NASC, who had to absent herself due to the 
development of a family health consideration, with the consequence being that I was invited to 
fill that vacant chair. 


I recall having provided an assessment following the discussions that the panelists, generally, 
"expressed concerns that the organizations have been and are still slow to move where 
recognizing and building on developing changes are concerned." From the audience perspective 
it was perceived that the state of organizational and professional credibility were most 
disquieting. With the conjoining of MS grading and slabs then at hand, I had pointedly observed 
that an overriding concern on the cusp of the 21st century was that grading standards be 
maintained on a relatively stable, evolving standard going forward, lest "another drastic shift" 
detrimentally relegate accepted quality understandings to marketplace machinations. 


For 30 years now, NCNA Heads and Tales has provided a reliable and evolving overview of 
these and myriads of other unfolding inspirational and happening developments in our hobby 
community from the Northern California organizational perspective. While those presidents with 
whom I shared that 21st century panel back in 1986 are no longer actively involved in our hobby 
community, several of them having since deceased, personally, I'm looking forward to 
monitoring this scene through the eyes of NCNA as the coming 30 years unfold. 


GREETINGS FOR NCNA HEADS AND TALES THIRTIETH ANNIVERSARY 


Congratulations are in order for the thirtieth anniversary of NCNA Heads 
and Tales. The Northern California Numismatic Association has made great 
contributions to California numismatics since it was founded in 1961.

It gave you a 
number; you used this number on the bid card with the amount you were bidding. 
Saturday at noon the boards came down and the lots were sorted into bags with 
your corresponding membership number. Sunday you could go into the shop give 
Jim your number, and he would pull your bag with the winning lots. He would 
dump out the lots total up your costs and you were on your way. It was one of the 
most enjoyable aspects of the hobby to have the bid boards each week. 

It seemed like Oahu was hub for coins, whatever you were working on you could 
have fun collecting because the coins were somewhere on the Island. Whether it be 
at the coins boards or the weekend swap meet at the local drive in theater, you 
would find the coin you’re looking for. Even though there was several coin clubs to 
go to around the Island, they all would put on a coin show once a year and then we 
waited for November’s HSNA show at Outrigger Hotei, it seemed like it coincided 
with the Marine Corp Anniversary, because as I looked out my window at the 
International Market Place in Waikiki, I could see the Jar Heads walking down 
Kalakaua Ave.

A 
number of coin clubs sponsor individual coin shows. Formerly, the Association 
communicated rather informal with its members. 

When I served as President in 1981, Michael S. Turrine suggested to me and the Board 
that the Association should initiate and issue a formal news letter which would carry 
news of the association and each individual coin club on a regular schedule. He was 
appointed to initiate such a news letter and serve as the editor. He promptly titled the 
publication “NCNA Heads and Tails”. He has served as the editor continuously for thirty 
years. He should be given special recognition for editing 100 issues of “NCNA Heads 
and Tails”. 

On the side, the image of a gold miner panning gold on the NCNA seal provided me with 
a new hobby - the collecting of objects with the image of a gold miner panning gold. 
Currently my collection consists of scores of tokens, medals, and wooden money pieces 
from all over the country on which the image appears, a ceramic whisky bottle, several 
tie tacs, bronze bank and a couple of smaller bronze figures and pictures.
